Yes, this dinner and dance is not only supplying us food and entertainment but is 
helping us recollect our happy, carefree days at Albert Harris High. True, we are still 
far from old, but the grey hair that appears here and there testifies to a struggle, well 
fought. We feel, on this night of nights, our toughest battles are far, far, behind us, and 
we are a group of men and women of whom society is and always will be justly proud.
